The committee appointed by the Moderator to inves- 
tigate and report on finances of the Town of Northum- 
berland for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1941, 
submits the following report of its activities. 

Activities were centered largely on the situation 
caused by the non-collection of water rents. It was 
found that water rents in the amount of $11,879.50 
were uncollected and that a great deal of uncertainty 
existed as to the best manner in which to make the col- 
lections and who had the necessary authority. 

An old card system was found in use by the collector 
which was discarded and a new loose-leaf book sub- 
stituted in its place. This book is on the same plan as 
that containing list of property taxes. It will help the 
water collector and selectmen and if entries are prop- 
erly made there should be no doubt of the amount of 
water rent owed and paid. 

A check of all water connections was made. It was 
found that in some instances new water connections 
had been made without reporting. The town now has 
a correct list of all water connections. 

It was recommended that the collection of water 
rents be made on a three months’ basis instead of once 
a year as in the past. That rebates on account of va- 
cancies in property owners’ rents and consequent non- 
use of water be made during the year such non-use 
occurred or no rebate to be allowed. We found owners 
of houses claiming rebates running back several years. 
In cases like this it would be impossible to make a 
check and we feel that a check should be made in every 
instance. 

The collection of back water rents was insisted on 
and in most instances the rents were either collected or 
arrangements made to obtain them. 


TAX AND WATER COLLECTOR 


After watching the system now in use of collecting 
both property taxes and water rents, we recommend 
that the Tax and Water Collector be appointed by the 


Selectmen, and not elected in Town Meeting as in the 
past. Such a change would result in the appointment 
of the best available man and would make the Select- 
men responsible for the non-collection of all taxes. 

The collection of poll taxes is lagging very badly. 
This situation should not be allowed to continue. Those 
desiring fishing licenses and those paying property and 
automobile taxes are paying each year but there is a 
large amount not being collected from others. 

A statute should be passed requiring all plumbers 
to obtain a permit before making any additional water 
connections. At present new connections can be made 
by anyone which if not reported allow free use of 
water. 

A survey is now being made to determine the amount 
of reduction that may be made by the Town in its in- 
terest charges. Some refinancing may be necessary, 
but it is believed that it will be for the best interest 
of the Town and will result in considerable savings.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Members of the Northumberland School Board: 


I hereby submit, for your consideration, my seventh 
annual report of the Northumberland Schools: 





Census 


The school census taken last September, 1940, 
showed 540 people in town between the ages of 5-16. 
Of this number, 32 between 5-8 and 5 between 14-16 
were not in school. There were 591 pupils registered 
on September 30, 1940. Of this number, 70 were over 
sixteen. The whole number of resident children in 
echool between 5-16 was 503. There were registered 
23 pupils from outside of the district whose ages were 
between 5-16. No handicapped children were reported. 


Teachers 


In March, 1940, Richard Wagner asked to be re- 
leased from his contract in order that he might accept 
a position in Berlin. The balance of Wagner’s year was 
completed by Alder T. Hatch, a cadet from the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire. The teacher-coach position 
was filled by Edward L. Casey, a graduate of Dart- 
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mouth College. In June Nathalie Smith left to be mar- 
ried. Miss Smith’s position was filled by Madeline 
Muldoon. Mary A. Gozonsky, a graduate of Bates Col- 
lege, was engaged to take the place of Hazel I. McCor- 
mack who completed her services with us at the close 
of the school year. The other teachers are the same as 
last year. Mrs. Ruth Wentworth was engaged for 
music teacher in the elementary grades. . 


Transportation 


The transportation routes this year are as follows: 
Howard Potter, 48 pupils with two trips; Clayton Pot- 
ter, 46 pupils; Joseph McLaughlin, 37 pupils with two 
trips; Robert Tippett, 5; Fred Hunter, 4; Charles 
Cheney, 3; and Lawrence Gagnon, 6 pupils. Forty- 
five high school pupils and 104 elementary pupils, or a 
total of 149, are transported at an expense of $4,201.20. 


Tuition 
There are four non-resident pupils in the elementary 
schools and twenty in the high school as follows: 


Twelve from Stark, six from Guildhall, and two from 
Maidstone. 


Attendance 


The following data were gleaned from last year’s 
registers: Unrepeated registration was 612, with a 
per cent of attendance of 97.13. There were 97 pupils 
who had a perfect record, that is, they were not absent 
or tardy during the year.

627 tardy marks were recorded, twelve were made 
by members of the school board, 336 visits by citizens 
and the superintendent was credited with 1,048 visits. 

The attendance by grades was as follows: I—60; II 
—60; I1J—66; IV—37 ; V—67; VI—42; VII—48; VIII 
—47 ; IX—58 s X—45; XI—43; and XII—39. 


Repairs 


Last spring, a broken steam valve was the cause of 
flooding the floor of the gymnasium and spoiling the 
piano. It was necessary to have the floor redressed and 
to purchase a new piano. 

The boys’ toilets in the elementary building were 
made over and the drinking fountain on the second 
floor changed to the first floor. A new fire hose was 
purchased to replace the old one. New door checks had 
to be purchased for the outside doors and the locks and 
release bars repaired. 

Some rooms in both buildings were redecorated dur- 
ing the summer vacation. 


Federal Aid 


Application has been made for Federal aid in the 
Home Economics department. The time element for 
Federal aid in the Manual Arts department is impos- 
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sible for us to meet. Federal aid is not to be given in 
the Manual Arts for the year 1941-1942. 


Manual Arts 


Mr. Omand has charge of this department. Two 
more power machines have been added to the shop 
equipment. Many useful things have been made by the 
boys. This department has made book shelves, tables, 
etc. for use in the schools. 

Last year another exhibit was held in the gymnasium 
showing many of the products made by the pupils. 

This department is very much in need of more room. 
A finishing room is badly needed in order that the 
varnished products may be kept out of the shop dust 
while drying. 


Home Economics 


Justine Bosquet has charge of this department. Some 
excellent results have been produced both in sewing 
and cooking. 

Some more equipment has been added to the depart- 
ment. A service set should be secured for another year. 
The fire blanket requested by the State Board of Edu- 
cation has been purchased 

Considerable work for the Red Cross has been done 
by the girls. 3 

Last year the Home Economics department held an 
exhibit in conjunction with that of the Manual Arts. 


Commerce Department 


Dorothy Morrison has charge of this popular depart- 
ment in the school. 

A liquid duplicator has been purchased for use of 
the department. It is in great demand by members of 
the faculty. There was also purchased a device for 
teaching filing to the office practice class. It seems to 
be working satisfactorily. 


Health Supervision 


Dr. W. R. Schillhammer, assisted by Florence Wheel- 
er, R. N., made an examination of all school children. 
Miss Wheeler makes daily visits to the elementary 
schools and looks after the many little ailments. Be- 
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sides these school visits, Miss Wheeler makes many 
home visits in behalf of the schools and community. 
She also arranges for various clinics which are held 
during the year. She also has charge of a great deal 
of charity work. We depend upon Miss Wheeler for 
many and varied things and she is never found want- 
ing. 


School Patrol 


The elementary schools are organized under the 
A. A. A. for patrol duty. It has now been in force for 
more than a year and seems to be working very Satis- 
factorily. I hope that it will prove beneficial enough so 
that it will become a part of our permanent organiza- 
tion. 


Extra School Activities 


The regular school work is supplemented by a vari- 
ety of school activities. Perhaps the most fascinating 
are the competitive games. These include basketball, 
baseball, hockey, debating, and public speaking. Some 
of the other activities include skiing, plays, conducting 
assembly programs, and educational films shown with 
the State machine purchased for the use of the schools 
in Coos County. 


Conclusion 


The graduating class of last year visited the World’s 
Fair in New York as did the previous class. Judging 
from the reports, the trip was a success. 

Remedial work is being carried on the same as in 
previous years. Miss Keene is working on a guidance 
course which we hope may prove valuable to those who 
are taking it. 

An effort is constantly made to improve the work in 
the schools so that our products may become better 
fitted for life’s tasks.
